Hamilton, Louis Hammersmith 
and Joseph Bauer were also badly burned, 
though their condition is less serious than 
Shumate’s.

FEVER KILLED GEORGE MARTIN 
WHILE PROSPECTING IN 
MEXICAN MOUNTAINS. 


HAD RUN OUT OF FUNDS. 


Lived in St. Louis and Was Widely 
Known as a Banker and ‘ 
Mining Expert. 


George Martin, a well-known mining ex- 
pert of this city, died July 28, at Chichihu- 
alco, a lonely spot in the mountains of 
Southern Mexico. 

He had gone to that section In the interest 
of a St. Louls syndicate to examine the 
mines of El] Podre de Dias, a ten-days’ jour- 
ney from the village where he died. He 
was accompanied on his trip by Capt. John 
McCafferty, also a mining expert. who rep- 
resented another St. Lou's syndicate of 
mine owners. 

The return of Capt. McCafferty broyght 
the news of Mr. Martin's death, which was 
conveyed to his family Thursday night. 
George Martin was Bort @nd reared at Al- 
ton, I1ll., where his father, Judge Martin, 
was for many years a prominent Bemocrat. 
He went to Dakota, where the excitement 
was on concerning the raising of big wheat 
in that section, and located in Lakota, near 
Devil's Lake. There he opened a bank and 
for a time prospered. Then he moved to 
Great Falls, Mont., where he opened a bank 
and built the first brick bullding ip the 
town. 

Iie represented a large English syndicate 
and invested heavily in gold and copper 
mines. During his residence there he held 
a number of political offices, being a very 
active Democrat. 

Mr. Martin was married to Miss Ada 
Platt of Alton, Whose father engaged in 
business many years with George F. Root. 

He returned to St. Louis from Montana 
six years ago and had since served as a 
mining expert for various corporations and 
syndicates. He was at the opening of Cr'p- 
ple Creek, where he was interested in the 
Irish Molly mine, the success of the camp. 
He saw the fire that almost destroyed the 
town two years ago. 

It is related by Mr. Martin's two hand- 
some daughters, Misses Mabel and Ger- 
trude, that their father had determined to 
eettle down and quit carrying his family 
around the country. To this end he bought 


a home on Nicholson place. He chanced to 
be at home wnen the tornado of last year 
came and utterly destroyed his house. The 
comity were saved by taking refuge in the 
cellar. 

Mr. Martin started to Mexico on June 8&8. 
Capt. McCafferty says he noticed when leav- 
ing thé City of Mexico that his companio 
appeared to be ill, but was unconscious o 
it. They visited mines at Puerto de Ixtila, 
thence to Las Amitas and then to Iquala. 
After three days at Chichihualco, where 
Mr. Martin developed fever, a hurried trip 
was made to the St. Louls mines, and then 
they started on the homeward journey. At 
Chichihualco Mr. Martin sald he could pro- 
ceed no farther. Capt. McCafferty nursed 
him several days and finally went on to 
Iquala for a doctor. There he was himself 
seized with fever, but sent back nine men 
with a stretcher for his friend. The men 
atarted with Mr. artin, but at Fachipola 
were compelled to stop, and there he died 
and was buried. * 

Capt. McCafferty and the Martin fami) 
are inclined to blame the 8t. Louis syndi-

THE HANNA CREED. 

When Senator Hanna wrote his politi- 
cal creed, “No man in public office owes 
the public anything,” he did not explain 
to whom the public officer owes his serv- 
ice. 

But 


it was unnecessary. If a man 


elected to public office owes nothing to: 


the people who elected him, he is free 
from any service except that of his own 
selfish advantage. He is free to serve the 
master who will pay him best. 

In the particular instance which called 
out this utterance it was the Standard 
O11 Trust which was the highest bidder. 
But it may be any trust or special in- 
terest whi has something to gain by 
the subse nee of public servants to its 
dictation. An interest which finds it prof- 
itable to violate a law will pay high for 
protection. An interest which wants a 
especial privilege enabling it to gain an 
advantage over others or the opportunity 
to rob the public, will come down hand- 
somely for the favor. 

Public servants, therefore, who feel that 
they owe nothing to the public can make 
good bargains for cash or political help 
from interests with greedy ends to gain. 

The compact between the public officer 
and the special interest for mutual profit 
at the expense of the public is the es- 
sence of plutocracy. By this creed lawless 
monopoly thrives and the people are 
crushed. 

Nowhere does money talk louder than 
in Ohio when a Senator is to be elected.

SHERMAN’S FRANKNESS. 

A careful diagnosis of the symptoms of 
senility alleged to beeexhibited by Sec- 
retary Sherman in his utterances, reveals 
nothing more than a breezy frankness 
and vigor in the discussion of state ques- 
tions. 

From the standpoint of the diplomat 
the diagnosis may give a different con- 
clusion. In diplomacy, as it has been prac- 
ticed since the beginning of international] 
politics, the only substitute for silence 
is inanity. In diplomatic tradition men- 
tal etrength consists of feebleness of ut- 
terance and vigor of language in circum- 
locution. 

Diplomacy, therefore, regards Secretary 
Bherman’'s frankness and vigor of lan- 
guage as an evidence of mental! collapse, 
but it is a refreshing collapse and in- 
jects a new and wholesome element into 
the dry bones of the circumlocution office.

PUBLIC BATH-HOUSES. 

A comprehensive article by Dr. Ed- 
ward M. Hartwell in the July Bulletin of 
the Department of Labor, on public 
baths in Hurope, ts very interesting and 
instructive, It shows how rapidly and 
widely the movement for public baths in 
the cities Is growing, and how far behind 
@re American cities in furnishing these 
conveniences for their citizens. 

Great Britain is ahead of the rest tn 
this work. In England and Wales 191 
municipal boards maintain baths at pub- 
lic expense. London has forty-one publio 
swimming baths and thirty-six main. 
tained at private expense. Manchester 
and Liverpool each have nine public 
bath-houses. Glasgow has five public 
baths, and five ewimming clubs maintain 
their own bath-houses. 

Neither Manchester nor Liverpool] have 
as large @ population as St. Louls, yet 
St. Louls has no public bathe. 

On the continent, while the large cities 
have not spent so much money nor bullt 
as many bathe in proportion to popula- 
tion as English cities have done, public 
bath-houses and swimming pools are 
growing in number very rapidly. Vienna 
leads, with ten public baths. It has also 
@ large number that are run successfully 
by stock companies.

THE CITY BUDGET. 

The report of the City Comptroller 
shows that the city received for the fiscal 
year ending April 12, 1897, a total of over 
$11,000,000 and expended during the same 
period over $8,000,000. Charges against the 
$3,000,000 balance reduced it to $750,523, 
which was the available surplus at the 
end of the fiscal year. 

The bonded debt was reduced during 
the year $295,433, leaving $20,352,278 out- 
standing. 

The magnitude of the funds and inter- 
ests dealt with in this report emphasizes 
the fact that the city is a great business 
corporation, of which the citizens. are 
shareholders, and that it is of the utmost 
importance that they intrust the expend- 
iture of these enormous sums to honest 
and capable men, who will expend them

—good streets and clean streets, a fine 
sewer system, adequate public institu- 
tions, efficient police protection, attractive 
parks and all the needs of a great city.

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Federaf Law Appficabfe to the Bittinger-Fiffey Case. 


Sec. 5335. Every citizen of the United States, whether actually resident or 
abiding within the same, or in any foreign country, who without the permission or 
“authority of the Government, directly or Indirectly, commences or carries on any 
verbal or written correspondence or intercourse with any foreign government, or any 
officer or agent thereof, with an intent to influence the measures or conduct of any 
foreign government, or of any officer or agent thereof, in relation to any disputes or 
controversies with the United States, or to defeat the measures of the Government 
of the United States; and every person, being a citizen of or resident within the 
United States, and not duly authorized, who counsels, advises or assists 
such correspondence, with such intent, shall be punished by a finmw of not more 
than $5,000 and by imprisonment during a term not less than six months, nor more 
than three years; but nothing in this section shall be construed to abridge the right 
of a citizen to apply himself or his agent to any foreign government or the 
agents thereof for redress of an injury which he may have sustained from such 
government, or any of its agents or subjects.

“The appointment of a person to carry 
out the governmental policies is one of the 
measures of government. It is rather a 
necessary inference, else other questions 
would be embraced in the prohibition 
against verbal or written correspondence 
in felation to disputes and controversies. 
To render futile the future policies and 
measures of this government is certainly 
not a matter of dispute, but it is prohibited 
by the law.” | 

Ex-Gov. Willlam J. Stone carefully con- 
sidered the Federal statute and then said: 

“The court would have to put a broad 
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meaning on the word ‘measure’ in order to 
make the law applicable to the Bittinger 
and Filley case. This section may be con- 
sidered as prohibiting verbal or written cor- 
respondence with foreign governments de. 
signed to defeat our administrative meas- 
ures and policies. 


“If such correspondence should be carried 
on to defeat any treaty or the success of 
a commission to bring about an inter- 
natiormal monetary system, the law would 
certainly apply. Ministers and Consuls are 
agents of the government, sent abroad to 
represent its interests and policies, and to 
forward its measures. A citizen who seeks 
by correspondence with a foreign govern- 
ment to prevent acceptance of the agents 
appojgted by our government, does an act 
which, it seems to me, might bring him 
within the provisions of this section, even 
when strictly construed. 


“I know Maj. Bittinger well. He ts a fine 
man, and his appointment I regard as a 
one. Though a Democrat, I 
think I am entitled to the privilege of say- 
ing that.much.” 

Fred W. Lehman was inclined to the opin- 
ion that a strict construction would not 
admit of the application of the quoted sec- 
tion to the Bittinger and Filley case. He 
sald: 

“In order to render it applicable we must 
argue that the man is ng¢< essary to govern- 
mental measures. The world is full of men, 
and the defeat or repulsion of one man does
